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WILLIAM A1ID MARY MATZ 

WILLIAM ALPHONSO MATZ was born In Iosco township, Waseca County, 
Minnesota, 8 May 1887, the third child of eleven of Andrew and 
Pauline Kurkowski Matz. He lived all of his life in Waseca County, 
mostly on farms. 

William Matz married, 22 June 1916, MARY CAROLINE ERWIN. They 
were both 29 years of age when they married. Mary Erwin was born 
16 April 1887, the daughter of Vinton and Louisa Mathilda Sandberg 
Erwin. She was born in St. Peter, Minnesota, the home of her 
Sandberg grandparents, but moved with her parents and older 
brother, Albert, to Bridgeport, Connecticut, when she was about 
two years old. Her younger brother, Catl, and sister, Ruth, were 
both born in Bridgeport. Mary was only five years old when her 
father, Vinton Erwin, was killed in a factory accident in Bridgeport. 
Her mother, Louisa, left Mary with her grandparents, James and Emily 
Erwin, in Bridgeport, and took the three other children back to 
Minnesota. Because Vinton had been their only child, James and Emily 1 s 
life now revolved around Mary, although they did not forget their 
daughter-in-law in Minnesota and kept in close touch with her and the 
other children. When Emily died in Bridgeport in 1908, Mary and her 
grandfather, James returned to Minnesota to live. Besides the 
Sandberg relatives, James also had Erwin relatives in Waseca. James 
Erwin died in Waseca in 1915. 

After William and Mary married, they lived on various rented 
farms in Waseca* County. Bill was not the successful farmer that 
some of his Matz relatives were. He raised animals, but loved 
them as pets, and had a hard time selling or killing them. They 
raised milk cows, but the pasture on some of the rented places was 
not good and the cows produced little milk. Bill also raised sheep, 
turkeys, ducks, geese and chickens. 

One of Mary f s valued possessions was the sewing machine Bill 
bought for her shortly after their marriage. In 1917 their insurance 
premium of $3.70 covered the following: household furniture valued 
at $330, sewing machine valued at $30, cream separator - $65, hay 
in 8 tack - $200, grain on premises - $300, horses - $150 per head, 
harness - $100, cattle - $50 per head, farming utensils - $200, 
carriage and wagon - $130. This Insurance was transferred to 
different addresses as the family moved in 1919, 1920, 1921. In 
1920 the cattle was valued at $100 per head, for 35 head. Dorothy 
and Ted remember one move in particular, when their job was to 
drive ttje cattle to the new place. Jhey walked, and the chore took 
fzfie whole day. 

4iary Matz often made chicken soup for Sunday dinner. The 
chicken was killed and cleaned on Saturday night, and simmered 
In the pot while the family was at church. Mary Matz belonged to 
the Congregational Church* Her grandmother Erwin f s ancestors had 
been some of the first Congregationalists In the United States. 
The Pratt family had come from England in 1630 to Massachusetts, 
then went in 1636 to Connecticut with Rev. Thomas Hooker to found 
the town of Hartford, as they did not care for the Massachusetts 
brand of religion. 
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Bill Ilatz had been raised in the Catholic Church, but left the 
church when he married a Protestant. However, he always felt in 
his heart that he was a Catholic, and often when things went wrong, 
he said that it was his punishment for leaving the Church, In his 
later days in the nursing hone, he developed an acquaintance with the 
priest who visited the home and felt better about his religion. Also, 
he did remember the Bible he had been taught, as illustrated in the 
story told by Dorothy: 

Bill came into the house on a Sunday and said "Ed Matz must 
have his ass in a hole." In answer to the shocked looks, he 
explained, "The Bible says a man should not work on Sunday, but if 
your ass gets into a hole on Sunday, you are permitted to get him 
out, Ed Matz is out in his field workiiS, so he must be getting 
his ass out of a hole." 
. 

The Matz family finally settled into a permanent home when 
they moved onto the place in Woodville township that had belonged 
to Mary's mother, Louisa Erwin. Mary and her sister, Ruth, had 
helped to buy the farm, and had lived there for a time with their 
mother. In other years, it was rented out. Carl, Mary's brother, 
lived there for a while, and finally Bill and Mary bought it. 

Host of the Matz children remember the Fourth of July 
celebrations as being one of the highlights of the year. A huge 
picnic was held at the State Farm with baseball games and races 
for the kids. The Anti-Horse Thieves Detective Association held 
their yearly meeting at this time, too. After dark, rockets were 
shot off. 

About 1933, when the Matz family was one of the few left 
who did not have an automobile, they rode their horse and buggy 
in a 4th of July parade. A sign on the back said "Just Married". 
Tin cans were tied on behind, and the "newlyweds" had a buggy 
filled with children! 

Dorothy remembers the Memorial Day celebrations as being her 
favorite. There was a parade, and small flags were given to each 
child who marched. Uncle David Erwin often sat on the platform 
when the speeches were given, as he was for a long time the last 
living Civil War veteran in the county. Throwing flowers on the 
lake was a part of the Memorial Day procession to the cemetery, 
where taps were played. Mary Matz was very patriotic, and insisted 
on hanging out her flags whenever it was appropriate. One flag 
would hang on the porch between the entrance posts, another would 
hang on the fence post, and the small ones the children received 
would be stuck in the ground on the front lawn. 

Bill Matz never did learn to drive a car, and the ones they 
owned were driven by Mary. When the car dealer came out from town 
and delivered their very first car to them, he taught Mary how to 
drive it. She was very short, and could hardly be seen above 
the steering wheel of the car.

My particular memories of summers spent on the Matz farm 
include pumping water for the cows and receiving corn candy for a 
reward> hopping from the top of one chicken coop to the top of the 
next, playing checkers by kerosene lamp at night, the washing 
machine with the gasoline motor that made so much noise no 
conversation was possible, the old wind-up phonograph upstairs which 
played such delights as "Levinsky at the Wedding", pouring top milk 
on to the Wheat ies from the blue Shirley Temple cream pitcher, the 
"farm" that John made in the apple orchard with hundreds of animals, 
barns, hayracks, etc., cut out of wood. 






Bill Matz always joked that he got his temper and his singing 
voice from his "red-haired Irish grandmother", when in fact, It 
was Mary who actually had red-headed Irish in her family, the Ervins. 

Mary Matz died in Waseca 22 November 1959. She had been 
sick for about three years with cancer, and she also had some 
arterlo sclerosis. She was 72 years old. 

Bill Matz died in Waseca 25 February 1974. lie had spent 
his last years in a nursing home in Waseca and was described as 
one of the most cheerful residents there. He had heart trouble 
and cancer, and was 86 years old.
